HUGE GATHERING OF 
DEMOCRATS IN BALTIMORE 


Over 8,000 Turn Out To Gorman Meeting At The Lyric—Senator 
Price, of this County; Makes Forceful Address 


Fired with enthusiasm for their candidates, a vast crowd of Democrats 


jammed the Lyric, in Baltimore City to the, doors Tueeduy night and shout- | 


ed themselves boarte for Gorman, Poe and Harrington. Many hundreds 
were unable tn get inside and two big overflow meetings were held. Ring- 
ing and vigorous speeches stirred the great gathering and the cheering could 
be heard for blocka. 

It was a representative Democratio throng. Leadeis, big and little. 
trum every county of te Stao and. ward of the city were onf hand, and while 
the stalwart of the organization formed the bulk of the crowd, there were 
pressent many substantial business men, lawyers and merchants who are sup- 
porting the organization ticket. These were, besides, about 800 ladies in the 
hall, and the entire crowd, inside and out, numbered close to 8,000, 

Speeches were made by Senator A. P. Gorman, Jr., candidute for Gov- 
ernor; Edgar Allan Pos, candidate for Attorney-General; Albert C. Ritchie, 
Eugene O'Dunne, Alonzo L. Miles, E. Leo Marhsall and Senator Jesse 
Price. Mr. George O. Morrison presiaed. 

Features of the speeches were these: 

A vigorous defense by Mr. Pue of Senator Gorman’s record upon the 
Public Utilities and Primary Mlection Bills, in which the allegations made 
by Senator Les and his friends are specifically and emphatically denied; 

Sharp criticism of ex-Govermor Warfield by Mr Gorman and others bè- 
cause of his willingness to sell the State's interest in the Baltimore and Obio 
Railroad for $1,000,000 and strong intimations that Mr. Warfield had used 
his power as Governor to aid his trust company at Annapolis; 

Governor Crothexs sconsed of attempting to mislead the people as to the 
records of the two candidates. 

Credit given Mr, Gorman for forcing thé investigations that resulted in 
the sale of the States holdings in the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad for 
$2,500,000 and for leading the people's fight at Annapolis which resulted in 
the repeal of the gas monopoly hille. 

Senator Gorman forcibly replied to the Warfield Lee charge that he was 
respousible for legislative extravagance at Annapolis during the last sessiou 
and pledged himself, if elected, to serve the interests of the whole people. 

Mr Ritchie aroused grest enthusiasm by a reference to Mr. Gorman’s 
distinguished father and the Force Bill, while Mi. O'Dunne injected some 
spicy into the proceedings when he declared that he had been notified by the 
Lee leaders that if he spoke at the Gorman meeting ‘they would not support 
him for State's Attorney, nowithstanding their belief that he should be nom- 
inated. 

Mr. Edwin G. Baetjer sent a letter stating the faote concerning Mr. 
Gorman's attitude on the Public Utilities Bill and said u great injustice had 
been done the Senator by published acuounts. 


Senator Price Makes Strong Speech. 


State Senator Jewe D. Price, of Wicomico county, in his speech at the 
Lyria denounved Governor Waren and compared his reourd with Senator 
Gorman’s, He said; 

„OConducted in the spirit of fair play and honesty a well considered and 
properly adjusted primazy election law whereby the will of the people can 
be made paramount is necessary for the preservation of the rights of the peo- 
ple as ugainst unscrapulousand designing;poilticians. Untortanately such has 
not been the case in the two trials thus far given of the present direct voting 
plan, vis., the recent Mayozalty election in Baltimore Oity and the present 
Gubernatorial contes. The spirit of truth has been utterly lost sight of and 
substituted therefur ip both campaigna has been a flood of abuse, misrepre- 
ventation and ‘vilification. 

„„ have before me some clippings from The Son of Friday morning, giv- 
ing an account of the meeting held in the interest of Senator ‘Lee, and giving 
extracts of a speech that was made on that occas'on, some parts of which, if 
properly quoted, are u discredit to their author; and I want to say for Sena- 
tor Lee that 1 do not believe such utterances meet his approval. I refer 
particularly to the speech made by former Governor Warte, in whioh he 
makes all sorts of slanderous charges and unfair statements. He declares 
that disaster would follow the election of Mr. Gorman,’ oalls him dunger- 
ous’ and practically charges him with robbing the State Treasury. He

For nearly eight vent be has been a 


member of the State Senate and has 
served faithfally through four səs- 
sions. For the past two years as Pres- 
ident of the Senate he has occupied 
the offical position next to that of the 
Ohiet Executive. During that time 
had there been a vacancy in the office 
he would have beep the Guvernor of 
the State. It is to that office that he 
now aspires and he is asking the Dem- 
ooratio party for the nomination. The 
only way in which he van get the 


nomination is by the free votes of the] 


members of the Democratic party and 
that is the only way he wishes to 
geot it. 

Mr. Gorman isa young man but he 
has a record and upon that record he 
is willing to stand. It is a record of 
achievement and of service to his peo- 
ple in which any man might take a 
jast pride. At the State Democratic 
Convention in 1907 the Demooratic 
party first took position in favor of a 
great plan for the improvement of 
the publio roads. The party platform 
of that year contained this oluuse: 

‘The work of construction and 
improvement of our public roads al- 
ready so well begun should be stead. 
ily kept up until, as the result of 
regular and judioious expenditure, 
there shall exist in Maryland a sys- 
tem of publio roads as good as that to 
be found in any of our sister States. 

Senator Gorman wrote that plank 
and by his influence it was put into 
the party platform. The subsequent 
work on road improvement: was its 
outcome. As chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee Senator Gorman 
held a place of great power. In that 
place he was ever, faithful to his peo- 
ple and stood tirmly against all de- 
mands for appropriations whioh were 
not well and completely justified. And 
the record will show it. 

More than shis, in order to afford 
some relief to the heavily taxed prop- 
erty owners Senator -Gorman consid- 
vred it no more than just to puta 
larger proportion of the barden upon 
the more wealthy corporations. He 
introduced and had enacted a bill 
which increased by twenty per cent 
the tax upon the gross receipts of rail- 
roads earning over $3,000 per mile. 
This increase made a large addition to 
the revenues of the State amounting 
to over $180,000 a year. 

But the largest measure of relief 
to the taxpayers of Muryland grew 
out of the investigation of the Balti 
more and Ohio Railroad Company. 
The State owned 6,500 shares of tha 
capital stock of the Washington 
Branoh of the par value of $550,000. 
Since the failure of the road in 1896 
the Washington Branch has ceased to 
pay dividends although Senator Gur- 
man was convinced that dividends 
were earned and that the State was 
not being. fairly treated.

for interest and elnking fund. They 
owe that relief to Senator Gorman’s 
in vestigation.
